Confildence in the Temper of Speculn-
tion Based on Crop Safety.
NEW YORK, Sept. §.—Bradstreet's
nanclal Review tomorrow will say:
While by no means a broad market the
speculation of the Just week has been of a
very interesting description, It was, aa has
been the case for severul! weeks, largely
of a professional kind, though the erratic
performance of eome of the stocks which
have been subjected to manipulation by bull
pools attracted o certain measure of public
buying. Townrd the end of the week the
market, lo fact, assumed an overbought ap-
penrance and inclined to glve way nuader
the pressure Induced by a stiffening in the
rates for money and the more threalening
aspect of the Transvasl question abroad,
